This was a 
decrease of 75^ 000 short tons or 
0.4 percent from production in the 
previous week. Production in the 
correspond! ng week of 1983 was 
16, 074, 000 short tons. Bituminous 
coal and lignite production from 
January 1 through September 1, 1984 
totaled 615,674,000 short tons, 
19.8 percent above production In 
the same period in 1983. 


Production of Pennsylvania 
anthrac'i te • • 1 n the week ended 
September 1, 1984, as estimated by 
the Energy Informotion 
Administration, was 102,000 short 
tons, with no change from 
production in the previous week. 
Production in the correspond i ng 
week of 1983 was 88,000 short tons. 
Anthracite production from January 
1 through September 1, 1984 totaled 
2,786, 000 short tons, 8.3 percent 
above production in the same period 
of 1983.
